Su,—1 suppose wo may look foro des- 
pateh~from the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies one-of these daya in which his 
Lordship will have the hongut to state that 
in consequence of Hongkong having wilfully, 
and with malicé aforethought, allowed its 
Volunteer Fores to die from want of nourish- 
ment the Militery Offering will be increased 
next year to £100,000. 1 don’t’ know 
whether this ‘coming event’ has already 
cast its shadow before it, but the Gavernor’s 
remark aa to what might happen- in the 
event of the Volunteer army becoming er- 
tinct - certainly’ suggests as muob. The 
corpa haejbeen so small for the: last half- 
dozen years at lenst that ite existence or 
non-szistance would be a matter of the ut- 
most indifference to any foreign power with 
8 hankering after Hongkoog, butno doubt it 
will be referred to in the Secretary of State’s 
despatch as something like an army and 4 
safeguard against foreign attack, and it will 
be pointed out that in the absence of the 
Yoluntesrs the colony’s sole hope of safety 
lies in an increased military contribation. 
And yet, I don’t think the prospect of such 
a despatch as this will create any wide- 
spread desire in the breasts of fit aad pro- 
per persons te enrol themselves as Volnn- 
teera in order to save the colony either from 
the Queen's enemies or. from the War 
Office... To .imposs sn iniquitously heavy 
military tax on the colony and threaten to 
{norense that tox is hardly the way to eu- 
sourage the volunteoring spirit, tis the 
way. to make us strangle cur military:
